The man was a 
chauffeur, and In that occupation ap- 
pears rs> have done pretty well; for fn 
addition to his home in the recon- 
structed city «f Rheims he possessed 
a small farm at Courcelles, a few 
mll^s out in the country. 
His wife 
and daughter by her first husband, a 
girl fifteen years of age. lived with 
him; and the wife's mother was in- 
stalled in charge of the farm. 
Eve of Suspicion. 
In reply to all inquiries. Madame 


ChauBSinand and the girl, Olympe, 
stated that the chauffeur was away 
fulfilling a business contract. 
But 


weeks passed, nad the police, who in 
France are,- expected to know where 
everybody is at any moment, began 
to show an Interest in the missing 
man's professional engagement. 
The 
mother and daughter, when question- 
ed. declared that they did not knotv- 
where Chaussinand was, and had no 
information of any kind to .give.

In 
the Ten Commandment*, on which are 
based all the laws of all the world, there 
are 319 word*; 259 are words of one 
syllable; and "only 60 of two and more 
syllables. In Lincoln's Address at Gettys- 
burg, perhaps the greatest in the world, 
there are 266 words.

194 
words are of one syllable: 53 of two 
syllables; and only 19 of three or more 
syllables.

the Big Three does in the next 12 
months to bring football within what 
some educators would regard as sane 
limits is likely to have a constructive

Tt would be well not to minimize 


the importance of those among the 
faculties and alumni of the so-called 
Bi- Three who are likely to urge that 
a change be made. Nor would it be 
altogether a complete ^presentation of 
the situation to ignore the fact that 
on the other hand there are elements, 
strong elements, in these three un'v- 
ersitiers—among the alumni, that is to 
say, that would be content with some- 
thing, of a_.gesture jn the dftcfcUon of 
'refornf'tiut are the all intents and 
purposes, standpatters. The relative 
strength of each side cannot now bt 
analyzed, but later, fact will prob- 
ably be available whereby this may 
be done.

The most'angible suggestion which 


seems to emanate from a group of 
Harvard and Princeton alumni is that 
no coach shall be engaged by Yale.

Camp's advice and instruction. Mr 
Camp was not a head coach in name 
but he appears to have been lar^el} 
instrumental in Yale's success. 
- Just what plan President Angell of 
Yale has been proposing to his col- 
leagues at Princeton and Harvard is 
not known- In the meantime those 
a^ociafed with the conduct or Prince- 
ton football have been scrutinizing 
all available alumni and. as a fact 
hive not neglected to canvass outalde 
possibilities. 
This, not so much with 
a view to anything definite in the 
way to naming a successor to Roper 
as a desire to place themselves "in 
possession of complete 
information 


concerning ail posibillties and to be 
m a position to suggest alternative 
courses of action. 
Princeton's present problem as it 


has shaped up to date, seems to be 
this. Shall she depart from tradition 
and select a man as coach vrho was 
not a student at Priaceton and has a. 
ntional reputation s a mn whose fil- 
ures have been far fewer than his 
success Or shall she take as a head 
coach a New York professional man. 
a football alumnus who has been 
able to keep in touch with the mod- 
ern football trend in the closest pos- 
sible manner: a man who would be 
able to continue his business and at 
the same time supervise football— 
in short, Phillip T. Brasher?

NEWARK, N. J., Feb. 20.—Do dogs 


commit suicide? 


Can they be killed at the will of 


their owner? 


The courts of this Stat -will have 


to -decide, for a dog has his day even 
before the law 
The principal in the first case is 


o»e "Pep," late pet of the Jacobus 
family of fashionable Montclair. 


He, was-a valuable English setter, 


a favorite with all. One day last Oc- 
tober he ran out on the middle of 
the road near his home, just as a 
machine, driven by the wife of a rail- 
road official, came aloag. 
The wo- 
maf tried to stop the car, but it was 
too late. 
Pep's owner started an action In 


the District Court to recover $400 
damages. He proved that the dog was 
worth that much, and then contended 
that Pep had been rightfully on the 
highway, and had been killed by a 
speeding automobile. 
Frank C Turner, attorn ey for the 


defense, argued that the dog failed to 
follow the instinct to get out of the 
way, and that he therefore contrib- 


uted to his death by his own negli- 
gence, and was guilty, to all 
legal 


purposes, of committing suicide. 


The judge accepted this same xiew, 


and decided against Pep's owners 
Now they are preparing to carry the 
case to a higher court. 


In the second case, six blooded aris- 


tocrats of dogdom are the principals 
They were the pets of Mrs. Bartholo- 
mew Dunn of 
Summit. N. J., 
who 


died recently. 


She was afraid that the pets might 


be mistreated after her death. 
So 


she willed that they be chloroformed' 


Her heirs want to break the will 


For not only are the dogs favorites of 
theirs, but they also' have a great 
value—two of them at least being 
worth $1,000 each. 
If this court makes a ruling in this 


case, it may set a precedent that may 
tie a boon to thousands of youngsters 
who have no recourse when the dog- 
catcher comes along and takes their 
mongrel p'ups to the pound.

This gasoline is asserted to be water 
white and to be graded as Xo 1 An 
additional 10 per <jgnt. of gasoline Is 
obtained in a second run 
The process is said to be highlv 


profitable and Mr Stex-enson asserts

to build plants at refineries in the 
United States and to sell gasoline to 
the refiners on a royalty basis.

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 19.—- A "bold 


real estate -subdivide!- advertised the 
discovery of the heart of Hollywood. 
Fortunately for him, his claim was 
physical and geographical. The Hol- 
lywood of the movies, the shadoxvhtni 
of make-believe, the place of quick 
changes and vivid contrasts,' has -lived 
its colorful Ufa oh- the surface. Of 
its men and- -women \yho have had 
their adventures, their loves -and their 
tragedies, they were as actors playing 
their parts. They held the sta-ge for a 
while, and then they passed and their 
final fade^ out was simply the end of 
the play. Lights, and they were for- 
gotten. 


There is one actor — the only one of

call Theodore Roberts "the grand old 
man of the movies." He played the 
Dart,, to the life. 
It is doubtful if 


there -ever was an actor of the silent 
drama so well loved on and off the 
•creen. He worked his way patiently 
even doggedly to a high place as an 
actor for the movies and as a screen 
figure 'he is probably better- known 
arid loved than /any actor- :who i ever 
posed -before a grifeding "cam era. And 
for all that, he was never a star. •• 


If Theodore Koberts passes, there 


will be real -grief in Hollywood. 
The 


motion .picture colony will be stirred 
to new depths. Its heart will really 
have been .'touched. ' For he is more 
than a- .mere figure in shadc-wland. He 
has been a real friend, kind and true, 
to all who have had contact with him 
in his full years in motion picture 
production, and he^jis, the one figure 
who can be said to have been abso- 
lutely free of the jealousy and faJse 
pride so characteristic of the profes- 
sion. 


Theodore Roberts was an actor — a 


trouper — long before he came into the 
movies, and that 
means much in 


movie land. The troupers, who have 
battled their way up through adver- 
sity arid hard knocks common to the 
lot of actors who devote their lives 
to the profession in a spirit hard to" 
understand, have not only made- the 
greatest success in the new art, but 
are

their fellows by their friendly spirit 
of aid, their tolerance and their char-

»"heu Theodore Roberts cante to 


the movies, his sphere of usefulness 
seemed sadly limited. Old men parts, 
at the time, were scarcely more than 
"bits" and to feature an actor in such* 
parts was beyond the wildest thoughts 
of any producer or director. He was a 
utility man in the studio and nothing 
more. Production in those days was 
more of a haphazard affair than it is 
today. 


Roberts, witty, good-natured, and 


always interested, 
made a 
peculiar 


pace for himself at the studio. He was 
the official referee of checker games. 
He was the third man at the table 
•where the most interesting game was 
in ' 
! progress and the measure of his 


interest was the unlighted and vigor- 
ously chewed cigar stub he held in 
his mouth. 
- One day. so the story goes. Roberts. 
suddenly -called from his chair at a 
checker game to -his part on the set. 
forgot- to discard- the sigar stub in his 
mouth and in thought of the game. 
he had left, rolled it in his mouth 
while taking part in a scene. Discov- 
ering his oversight he tossed the of- 
fending stub away with true vigor in 
•the course- of- action before the cam- 
'era, with visions- of a- -reprimand and 
a re-take of the scene on the follow- 
ingr day. but ,the director, viewing the 
"rushes," found that his, "old man" 
had registered in a new way. and 
thereafter Theodore Roberts did most 
o* his acting before the screen with a 
cigar in action. 


Roberts was a friend and a good 


foil for Wallace Reid, and had ,Reid 
heeded his advjce. kindly and unof- 
fensive, the pair would have gone on 
to greater success on the screen for 
they were cast together in most of 
Reids pictures. 


All told. Roberts has probably ap- 


peared in more fealure screen plays 
than any actor who ever faced the 
camera and really made a part for 
himself. In the last few productions 
he has been a featured actor and it 
was in the cards that he should he a 
star, particular*: after his wonderful 
characterization of Closes in the pro- 
duction of a Bible prolotrue to a play.

tions which were opened in the Chat- 
ham and Phenix National bank and 
five o£ its branches yesterday under 
the auspices of the American Numis- 
matic association.

The spectacle of a million German 


marks being sold for a cent has been 
enacted before.
